I will. now 
direct the attention of the reader to a lady su- 
perior in genius, similar in sentiment, and equal 
to het in enthusiasm which je unconvinced 
by experience, and undiminished by defeat ;—of 
the spirit of whose writings she has evidently 
drank deep, and from: whom she hes derived 
moet of her opaiens relative to the parts that 
women should assume in the dramie of life. 
Mary Woolstonecraft was born in or near Lon- 
don, on the 27th of April, 1769, Her father 
was a farmer, in rather indigent cireum- 
stance’, and her school education did not dif. 
for materially from that of most young girls in 
her rank of life. iericios were made ap, 
however, by a quick perception, a thirst of 
knowledge, and the instructions of a neigh- 
boring clergyman, by the narre of Clare. er 
father appears to have been a man of unstable 
character and irritable temper, and his treat- 
ment, ora desire of independence, induced her 
to leave her home, and become the companion 
of a lady at Bath. After an absence of about 
two years, the declining health of her mother 
oecasioned her return. She remained until she 
closed the eyes of her suffering parent. As her 
father had now become reduced to extreme po 
verty, she and her sister opened a day school, 
which did not succted according to her wishes. 
In 1785 she made a voyage to Portugal, to visit 
an intimate friend who had gone to a southern 
clime for the recovery of her health. She er- 
rived in time to soothe her last hours. We af- 
terwards find her in the situation of governess to 
the daughters of Viscount Kingsborough, an 
Irish péer.

| wrote **Mary, a Fiction;’’ which she makes the 
| vehicle of her own feelings, and in which she 
details some of the imeidents of her life. She 
was the authoress of a book for children called 
‘Original Stories from Rea! Life.’’ Having made 
herself mistrese of several of the modern lan- 
guages, she translated from the French, Neck - 
er’s work on the importance of religious opi- 
nions, and part of the ‘* New Robinson.’’ She 
j abridged Lavater on Physiognomy, and Saly- 
| mann’s Elements of Morality; and she abridged 
j and altered from the Dutch, a work entitled 
“The Young Grandwnen.’’ Indefatigably per- 
sevoring, while engaged in these literary labors 
she was a frequent contributor to the Analytical 
Review, and compiled “ The Female Reader,”’ 
which had for its model the popular echool book, 
** Enfield’s Speaker.’’ Her industry does not 
appear to have been scantily compensated ; and, 
what is commendable to her liberality, she con- 
tributed to the support of her surviving parent, 
and took charge of the orphan child of a de- 
ceased friend. 

The French Revolution was an event well 
calculated to kindle the smagination and rouse

It 
has long been the poliey of Governgeut, to introduce 
among them the arts of civilization, in the hope of 

radually reclaiming them from a wandering lite. — 
This policy has, however, been coupled with another 
wholly incompatitde with its success, Professing a 
desire to civilize and settle them, we have, at the 
same time, lost no opportunity to purchase their lands 
aod thrast them other into the wilderness, By this 
means they have not only been kept in a wandering 
state, but have been led to look upon us as unjust and 
iudifferent to their fate. Thus, though lavish in its 
expenditures u the subject, Goverument has eon- 
stantly defeated itsown policy; and the Indians in ge- 
neral receding further and further tothe West, have 
retaived their savage habits. A portion, however, 
of the Southers tribes, having mingled much with the 
whites, and made some progress in the arts of civi- 
lized life, have lately attempted to erect an indepen- 
dent goverument within the limits of Georgia and Ala- 
bama.

The space occupied by this interest- 
ing document has somewhat interfered with the 
youal variety of our paper, but we are satisfied 
that its sterling merits will render it an aceepta- 
ble substitute even to those who are most fond 
of lighter matter. 

The despatch with which the Message was 
brought tothis city, is almost unprecedented, 
and great credit is due to Mr. Reeside for his en- 
terprising efforts. 

We are sorry to observe a Resolution offered 
by Mr. James, in the Houseof Representalives of 
this state, which proposes the taxation of bonds 
and mortgages and money out at interest. The 
effect bf such a tax would, it appears to us, be 
very much the reverse of what is probably anti- 
cipated by the mover of the resolution. He can- 
pot have in view the principle of extorting from 
those who are already impoverished, supplies for 
earrying on the Government, while the rich are 
ieft untouched. The operation of such a tax as 
is proposed, would, of course, fall éxclusively 
wpon the mortgager and borrower. The money 
lender would stipulate for the payment, by the 
borrower, of the tax, as well as the interest. 
—Thus, in case of mortgages, an sdditional 
tax would, in effect, be imposed upon land 
as @ penalty upon its owner for being ill able to 
pay that to which it was already subjected in 
eommon with other real estate. We trust that 
po measure so directly calculated to oppress and 
harass the poor, and to throw the burthen of 
taxation upon those who are least able to bear 
it, will ever be favourably received in the Le- 
gislature of @ State whose citizens pride thom- 
selves upon their republicen principles. If tax- 
ation must be resorted to, let it be laid en fair 
tnd equal grounds—let every man pay in pro- 
portion to his means, and not to his want of 
them. 

The views which we have taken of this mat- 
ter, are not based merely upon general princi- 
ples or speculations. We are not without expe- 
tience, in this district, of the effect of similar 
Measures. Thus, Ground Rents are the sub- 
ject of taxation distinct from the estate from 
which they izsue. The consequence has been, 
that, ever since the tax has been thus laid, an 
“press covenant bas been inserted in Groand 
Rent Deeds, providing for the payment, by the 
tenant, of all taxes, as well on the rent as on 
the land. 

If there should appear hereafter to be any 
danger of the passage of an act adopting the 
ideas contained in Mr. James’ resolution, we 
thall refer to the subject again, and more at 
large. We never could suffer such a law to re- 
tsive the sanction of the Legislature, without 
protesting egainst it, as « violation equally of 
the principles of a republic, and of all those 
which ought to prevail in the imposition of taxes 
wader any form of government. We trust 
that if the subject should be referred to the 
Committee of Ways and Means, they will 
Make such a report as will put an end to a 
theme so fraught with injurious consequences 
to the peorer classes, who are entitled te protec- 
tion and kindness and aught not to be subjected 
lo oppression and extortion by their mere for- 
tunate fellow citizens.

WHOLESALE PUISONING AT MADEIRA. 

By the following extract of a letter from Ma- 
deira, it will be seen that a horrid act has re- 
cently been committed there: 

Mapvgina, Oct. 29, 1829. 

A most extraordinary and horrid deed, worthy 
of 8t. Bartholomew's day in France, has been 
committed here this week. The Governor of 
the Island, and the other Migueiite authorities, 
knowing that the 13th Regiment of infantry was 
inclined to Conatitutionalism, bribed the commis 
sioner who was charged with furnishing bread | 
to the troops, to poison the bread for that regi- 
ment.

The greatest confusion pre- 
vails, It is expected that the revolted troops 
will proclaim Donna Maria 2d.
